In response to the Office Action dated January 15, 2003, Applicants request favorable 
reconsideration of the above-identified application. Claims 3-9, 1 1-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22-27 and 3 1 
are pending. 

As a preliminary matter, the Office Action indicates that claims 3-7, 9-14, 16-20, 22-27 and 
3 1 are pending and allowed. However, claims 5, 8 and 19 were amended and claim 10 and 1 8 were 
canceled in the response filed September 5, 2002. As such, claims 3-9, 11-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22-27 
and 31 are pending. 

The present Office Action only requires correction of the Form PTO-1449's. More 
specifically, the Examiner indicates that copies of the Wolf et al. and Sze references were not 
received.
